"FINDING THE F1CTS" 


AliOUT COA1. 


The 
high character 
oC the- mon 


comprising ttio President b Coal Com- 
mission, and 
the policy outlined by j 


that body, ore accepted as assurances 
tnat a painstaking effort is to bo made* 
with a view to "finding the lacts" of 
tho coal iadastry. The whole matter 
of obtaining this Information has be -n 
left by the President entirely in tlio 
,'hAds oC the commibsion. Tho mem- 
bers enter upon their tasks free ot 
any Jilnta, suggestions or Instructions 
other than contained in the Act of 
Congress authorising the creation of 
the co nun is si on. It Is expected, there- 
fore, that tho Inquiry to be made will 
be conducted without bias or preju- 
dice of any kind 


"The object o? the commission," 


says a statement Isauod following the 
organization of the body, "is to' en- 
deavor to got all the essential facts 
touching tho coal Industry, to the end 
that practical measures may bo found' 
to Insure a constant supply of this 
most necessary commodity at as rea- 
sonable prices as aro consistent with 
fair wages and profits to those en- 
gaged in the Industry." 


One form of procedure of the com- 


mission will be "to invite and wel- 
come every suggestion land oKer of 
assistance from the mine workers, op- 
erators, dealers and consumers of 
coal." 


It la announced that as "the facto" 


* about the coal industry are ascer- 
tained by the commission the'publ'c 
will be informed, with 
n^ view to 


"eliciting additional information" be- 
fore the formal reports are submitted 
to the President nnd Congress. The 
cooperation of both tho industry and 
the public is solicited, It being recog- 
nized that otherwise the work of the 
commission cannot "bo nmdo effective 
tn bringing about tho industrial se- 
curity and ppace so sorely needed." 


Understanding tho scope of the In- 


quiry to Include everything relating 
to f'ft production aud marketing of 
coal, from both, labor and capital 
points of view and for the objects 
stated by t^e commission, the pub-lie 
will be disposed to be much less cill-j
